Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Baker 
et al. 6378966. Note electronic device 104, frame assembly 102, rails 108, hanger 
assemblies 112. 

The device is slidably received within the rails. Hanger assemblies 112 retract. 
There is a channel formed within the rails. Two rails are mounted on frame assembly 
1 02. The flat backside of assemblies 1 1 2 form a stop portion. The front portion 
comprises a ramp. 

RESPONSE TO REMARKS 

Applicant asserts that the hangers in Baker do not engage the rails to support the 
device on the rails. The Examiner does not agree. Refer to figure 5. Part of the rail 
assembly 108 includes portion 200 and the hanger assembly 112 engages this section.
